| ties, beeause of the circumstances sur- |

. Mrs. Elizabeth Howarth, wife of Ex- 
| Alderman William H. Howarth of 586 
| Haverhill street, is the new victim. An 
| investigation shows that she undoubt- 
edly contracted the disease from her 
son-in-law, a grocer, who conducts his 
business at 399 Lowell street and re- 
sides at 563 Essex street. Gath has had 
the disease and recovered without the 
knowledge of the board of health. It is 
| believed that he contracted sma!l pox 
in Boston. He was taken ill on Novem- 
ber 11 ani went to the ‘house of Mr. 
Howarth, where he remained eight 
days. He was only slightly ill, ani 
was suposed to be threatened with ty- 
phoid fever. Two weeks ago he reé- 
sumed his’ work. He was attended by 
Dr. A. L. Siskind. It was not suspect- 
ed that he had small pox until to av. 
Dr. Morse of the state board of 
health, ‘who came to Lawrence, 
confirme? the suspicions of the local 
authorities in regard to Mrs. Howarth 
by pronouncing that she was ill with 
a well developed case of small 
Close inquiry..into—the--nat : 
Gath’s illness convinced the authorities 
that he had also had the disease. As 
he has thoroughly recovered from it 
there is now’no danger of further con- 


tagion from’him. Butothér cases may” 


develop which were contracte’ from 
him while the disease was in the con- 
tagious stage, _ 

There may be no more cases from 
that source and there may be many. 
All the board of health can do is keep 
a Sharp outlook: for symptoms among 
peovle with whom Gath camein con- 
tact..

and attorneys at Young’s hotel last 
night, when the association of the 
county of Middlesex gave a dinner in 


‘honor of Chief Justice Oliver Wendell 


Holmes of the supreme court of Mass- 
achusetts who has’ been recently ap- 
pointed by. President \Roosevelt as a 
member of the supreme court of the 
United States. Among the _ guests 
present at the occasion besides the 
chief justice ‘were Assistant Justices 
Knowlton, Morton, Barker, Hammond 
and Loring, of the supreme court, Chief 
Justice Mason and Assistant Justices 
Sherman, Richardson, Sheldon, Gas- 
kill, Lawton, Pierce, Fox, DeCourcy, 
Wait and Harris of the superior court 
and Governor elect John L. Bates, 
Judge Holmes was accorded a mag- 
nificent ovation, In responding as the 
guest of the oceasion, he spoke brief 
but feelingly. He referred to his work 
among his devoted associates on the 
supreme bench of the state and paid

DESPONDENT MAN ENDS HIS 
—_— LIFE. 


-James“W; Morse, well known resident 
of Methuen, _committed suicide by 
shooting Saturday afternoon about 3.15 
o’clock at his home on: Hampshire 
street in that town. A 382-calibre re- 
volver was used, and the bal passed 
through his head, causing instantane- 
ous death. 

Mr. Morse had been in poor health 
more than.a year and was at times 
very despondent. It is supposed thal 
this was the cause of the rash act, 

Saturday.afternoon he was lying up- 
on the sofa while Mrs. Austin, his 
wife’s sister, who had been nursing 
hnm, was in an adjoining room, Sud- 
denly,' Mrs. Austin heard a report of a 
pistol, and rushing. into the room 
where Mr. Morse was, she saw him 
stretched out, with a bullet hole in the 
right side of the head. The revolver 
which inflicted the wound. was clutched 
in his hand, He had procured thé re- 
volver from an adjoining bed‘roon 
where it had been kept for years, 

Mrs. Austin immediately summoned 
Dr. R. H. Lawlor, but the man was 
dead when the latter arrived. Medical 
Examiner Dow lated examined the re- 
mains and pronounced death due to 
suicide. 

a. Semmes: Wy Morse--was-born X 
ter, N. H., February 1832, and he would 
have been 71 years old next February 
had he lived. He came to Methuen 
in 1856 and worked for Daniel Currier 
and Tenney & Co., shoe manufacturers, 
at-various times, While inthe latter 
place he was an overseer which posi- 
-tion--he: filled with credit to- himself. 

After. following his occupation for 
about 15 years in the shoe business ‘he 
entered business as a-lock and gun 
mith, which he carried on until a few 
year ago at his home on Hampshire 
street a nicgueaiteaion al oe suai 

His wife died a year ago last Febru- 
ary and since that time Mr. Morse has 
been failing in health, and~ believed 
that he would not live long. This 
made .him. despondent, and while he 
never complained of his illness, he of- 
ten said he was tired of waiting so long 
for the end. During his illness he has 
been cared for at night by J. B, In- 
galls and J. A. Dodge and during the 
day by Mrs. Austin, He leaves no im- 
mediate relatives, as far as it is 
known, the nearest being a cousin, He 
was a member of John Hancock lodge 
of Masons of Methuen. 

During his 50 years’ residence in Me- 
“thuen.he had’ made many friends and 
won the respect of all by his well regu- 
lated life.

Some of this Iliness Has Been Discovered 
Among the Cattle in Town. 


Andover is not exempt from the foot 
and mouth disease which is badly in- 
fecting the cattle of New England, and 
on account of which exports of cattle 
from Boston have been prohibited. The 
first uf this week Cattle Inspector New- 
ton found cases of the disease in town 
and he notified the cattle commis- 
sioners in Boston. The farm was quaran 
tined, but this did.not prevent the sale 
of the milk after the quarantine was 
put on. 

Only one farm with infected cattle 
has been discovered by Inspector New- 
ton, but it is extremely likely that the 
disease. will spread unless ample pre- 
cautionary measures are taken. 

The disease is a bad one for farmers, 
who not only lose the products from the 
cows but in many cases the animal itself. 
It has even been stated that the only 
way to stamp out the disease is to 
slaughter the whole herd. 

The Board .of health -has been. in- 
formed. -of the cases in-town,-but-took 
no action up to this noon, except to 
assure themselves that the cattle in- 
spector was empowered to do all that 
was necessary to prevent the spread of 
the disease. Dr. Leitch states, however, 
that the board will now take immediaie 
action in regard to prohibiting the sale 
wherever there are diseased cattle. 

The chairman of the board; Dr. Leitch, 
communicated with the State Board of 
Health, who referred him-to- Austin 
Peters, chief of the- Massachusetts Cattle 
Bureau. Dr. Peters told Dr. Leitch 
that the inspectors had the authority to 
quarantine: the farms and prohibit the 
sale of milk, but said that in case the 
milk was still sold it would be well for 
the board to act also. 

It has been stated that the milk of 
infected cows is not suitable for use and 
might cause illness among these, ~be-use 
it. Children would, probably be more. 
liable to be affected, from the fact that 
they use more milk for drinking pur- 
poses than adults. Foot and mouth 
disease is accompanied by a high fever 
which is extremely bad for the “milk,” 
and it is said that searlet. fever and 
typhoid fever are liable to be induced by 
its use. Doctors claim, however, that 
such is not the case, as it takes a special

OLDEST RESIDENT 


Death of Mra, Anna D. Carruth of West 
Andover In Her gsth Year, and 
‘of Capt. Edward Whitford, 

Former Resident. © 


Slowly but surely the ranks of And- 
over’s pioneer citizens of the past cen- 
tury are thinning; the number of the 
great majority is swelled year by-year.as 
some one whose-name has been familiar 
in many households goes to join the 
ranks of those who have preced ed them. 


On Wednesday night at eight o’clock 
the town lost its oldest known resident 
in the person of Mrs, Isaac Carruth, 
whose peaceful death came in her.95th 
year. Even up to the last few moments 
there was no losing of the faculties, no 
wandering of the bright and active mind 
which has taken such an interest in the 
affairs of home, town-and nation during 
a long and useful life, For the past 
year or more, Mrs. Carruth’s eyesight 
has been failing but aside from that the 
faculties have been_keen and the break- 
ing up so gradual that the end was 


“simply the falling into a last long sleep. 


She was one of the Spartan mothers 
of Amefica. When the, call for volun- 
teers came in the dark days of *61, first 
one then another of her four brave sons 
listened to the voice of the nation seek- 
ing their services until all were en-| 
rolled in the ranks. Right well did they 


stand firm foritheir country in time of | 


greatest peril and heroically suffered in 
arighteous cause. In Sumner Carruth, 
first.a captain of Co. H., Ist Mass., Vol, 
of Chelsea, later a captain ot Co. H., 
85th Mass., Vol., and still later, having 


‘risen step by step, until he served asa 


brigadier general for a year and a half 
and was finally brevetted as such, the 
town nad a soldier citizen to be—proud 
of. But think of the mother’s courage 
and resolution. during those terrible 
years while her sons were in..the ranks; 
imagine her anguish when Sumner was 
twice wounded, during his illness follow- 
ing his two sunstrokes, and __ finally 


-preture to yourse?f, if you can, her un- 


certainty-and pangs-during his incarcer- 
ation in that most-horrible of all prisons, 
the loathsome and  dreadéd Libbey: 
Fortunate was he in obtaining an early 
exchange but, the mother’s prayers 
must have been freely offered during 
that terrible period. . 


All the sons came safely through the 
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help mate too, went to join his sons on 
the other side. At the time of his 
death in August, 1895, Isaac Carruth 
was the oldest person in town being 
nearly 92. when he died. 


Mrs. Carruth,..was,..born.. Anna. Doane fcc: 


Smith, at Rutland, Mass, March 19. 
1808, Early in life she went with her 
parents to North Brookfiéld to reside, 
and there attended and’ eventually 
taught in the district school. ‘ 

On Feb, 18, 1830, she was married to 
Isaac Carruth of. North Brookfield, and 
six years latdr, on March 9, they moved 
to Andover, taking up their residence on 
the Lovejoy farm on Lowell street 
where the rest of their lives were spent. 
Two of their four sons were born in 
North Brookfield and two in Andover, 
They had no daughters. ; 

Deceased joined the West church by 
letter and, while not the oldest member, 
has been enrolled on its list--of members 
for about 65 years. As long as she was 
able she was interested in church work 
and did all in her power to help along 
the cause. 

She is survived by four daughters-in- 
law and by three grafid children, Mrs. 
Robert Watson and Miss Minnie 
Carruth of Andover, and by George W. 
Carruth of Boston,

CAPTAIN EDWIN WHITFORD. 


A host of friends were shocked by tho 
tragic death of Captain Edwin Whitford, 
who was killed in Bedford, N. H., Satur- 
day morning, Nov. 22, by a kick froma 
horse from which death resulted in half 
an hour. . 

Captain Whitford was born in Bille- 
rica, Mass., in 1837;. and was the second 
son of George D. and Sylvia (Stearns) 
Whitford. ; 

At the age df nine years he removed 
to Bedford- with hisparents and re- 
mained on the farm until he was seven- 
teen, when he entered the book store of 
the late William H. Fisk of Manchester, 
N. H. In the fall of ’61 he enlisted as a 
private in Co. E, Fotrtte Nok -Volun- 
teérs, under the late Colonel, then Cap- 
tain, Frank W. Parker. Captain Whit- 
ford, for courage in battle and tact in 
leading his men, rose through the differ- 
ent grades of promotion and returned 
captain of Company G at the close of 
the war. 

Because of ‘his conspicuous bravery he 
was at one time colorjbearer of his regi- 
ment. He was too noble in character to 
be spoiled by promotion; his men always 
found him the same approachable and 
sympathetic comrade when a captain as 
when a private, and yet one who ex- 
pected and demanded of his subordinate 
the same courage and devotion to duty, 
he showed so fully both on the battlefield 
and in the camp. 

As a citizen be was genial by nature 
and won the esteem of all in the daily 
walks of life. Both old and young felt 
that: they had in him a generous and 
As a husband and father 
he was devoted and trie, no personal 
sacrifice being too great, if by this 
means he could bring comfort and happi- 
hess to hisfamily. 

He was a member of the Garfield lodge 
of the Ancient: Order of United Work- 
men of Melrose,. Mass., where: he had 
resided over twenty years. 

The funeral services were held at the 
Congregational church in. Bedford..by 
the Rev. Mr. Watson, after which Louis 
Bell Post, of Manchester, of which he was 
a member, rendered the beautiful and 
touching service of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. ‘The commander, chaplain 
and men entered into this tribute to 
their dead comrade in a spirit that 
showed their high appreciation of him as 
a citizen, soldier and friend. The burial 
was in Andover, Mass., the committal 
service being rendered by,Rev. Frank R. 
Shipman, anda detachmentof the Louis 
Bell Post acting as bearers. He leaves a 
widow, Mrs. Mary N. Whitford, and 
three daughters, Minnie E. and Grace B.
